Of course the subject of Ist football came up early, and, despite the fact that 
many of these men were football stars, they listened patiently as | explained how games 
like soccer have become more popular. They seemed more interested in what sports the 
girls played and how their teams were doing. 


| hope to have the opportunity to again go to “Coasters” on the first Tuesday of the 
month. I hope I will still see the same great faces, listen to the old Ridley stories and

Only a few nights ago, | managed to 
escape from my office below the Bell Tower 
before seven thunderous vibrations above 
informed me that the day was drawing to a 
close.

On this particularly snowy evening, | 
walked towards the Iggy Gym, with *A’ squad, 
AB, and Merritt Houses clearly in my panora- 
ma. (In the language of Ridley, | continue to 
strive for both vocabulary and comprehen- 
sion). This moment, picture-postcard perfect 
in its serenity and beauty, encouraged a 
reflective moment, my first since August. 

Where had the fall term vanished? The 
white backdrop had replaced a green as vivid 
as a few snapshot recollections of the First 
Term. The dazzling First Soccer Championship 
game played in very difficult conditions, but 
with tremendous effort in a losing cause (darn 
double-blue), an exhilarating local Football 
title, and our Zone 4 Field Hockey and Girls 
Ist Basketball supremacy providing excep- 
tional sporting highlights.

What do Madras, India, and St. 
Catharines, Ontario have in com- 
mon? Janet Lewis! When the Lewis 
family returned to Canada in 1970 
after a stint at the Madras 
Christian School, Janet’s long asso- 
ciation with the College began. In 
a manner that is typically Janet, she 
y started as wife of the school Librarian 
and finished 26 years later as the 

Assistant Head Administration ... and still 
wife of the school’s Librarian. 

The catalogue of Janet’s career at Ridley reads like a list 
of firsts. She was the first woman Housemaster in a girls’ 
boarding residence; she was the first woman to work in 
Admissions at Ridley; she was the first woman appointed 
an Assistant Head, and she still hasn’t stopped being first. 
For she is now the first ever Executive Director of the 
Canadian Association of Independent Schools and the first 
woman Executive Director of CIS, the Conference of 
Independent Schools. 

But none of these firsts are significant in themselves. 
They are important because of the person doing the job: 
Janet. To each of these tasks and the countless others she 
took on over the years (is there a single committee of the 
school at any level on which she didn’t sit?), she brought 
her formidable intelligence and her enviable work ethic. 
Calm and dispassionate, Janet has always been able to see 
the big picture with incredible clarity. 

During her tenure as Assistant Headmaster, Administration, 
Janet oversaw the financial assistance program. Through 
the efforts of the 2nd Century Campaign the funds avail- 
able for financial assistance grew from $100,000 to over $1 
million in scholarships, bursaries and loan! Janet’s strength 
in recognizing the need for process and systems and her 
ability to formulate these effectively resulted in Ridley’s 
FA program evolving into the leading program amongst 
Canadian Independent schools. 

Janet’s leadership and big picture thinking were 
brought to bear not only on money matters and school cal- 
endars. She was the Housemaster in Dean’s House for nine 
years, guiding, cajoling, influencing and inspiring hundreds 
of young women. As the person who followed her in 
Dean’s, | saw again and again the sort of firm foundation 
she had established, and | benefitted countless times from 
her established wisdom. 

“There’s one thing about Mrs. Lewis, she’s always fair!” 
When | interviewed the girls in Deans’ House in the Spring 
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Janet Lewis - 
a Woman of Firsts 


of ‘87 to find out what sorts of things they thought it was 
important for me to do as Housemaster that Mrs. Lewis had 
done, this was what I heard over and over. Certainly, no 
one knows a housemaster better than the students in her 
house and the Dean’s girls knew Janet! They recognized 
that she embodies the belief in the fair treatment of indi- 
viduals. 

What the girls couldn’t articulate but understood intu- 
itively was the tremendous respect she felt for them as peo- 
ple and young women who had ideas that needed to be lis- 
tened to. Her greatest gift to any student was her willing- 
ness to let them attempt something and fail. She was 
always there, in the background, to help them get up and 
start again. 

Her expectations for her students, her girls in Dean’s 
House and for her colleagues have always been that they 
act with integrity and try their best. She can ask this of 
others because she asks the same of herself. 

Not to say that Janet didn’t pass on practical advice as 
well. “If you want the girls to find out something without 
telling them,” she suggested to me, “write the information 
on a slip of paper and hide it in your desk. On the other 
hand if you want to guard a secret, leave the information 
lying uncovered on your desk.” Other pearls included her 
sure-fire Saturday night breathalizer test: get all the girls to 
give you a kiss good-night! Or her fool proof way of making 
sure all the lights were out after curfew: a stroll around the 
OUTSIDE of the House! These tips and many more were 
part of the legacy | inherited from the first female 
Housemaster at Ridley and ones | put to very good use! 

One of the innovations Janet introduced at Ridley was 
the use of mentors assigned to new faculty to help them as 
they struggled through the first year of teaching or house- 
mastering or both. She certainly knew what was necessary 
in a good mentor because before she had formalized the 
procedure, she had had plenty of opportunity to practice on 
me! Looking back on what a time consuming irritant I 
must have been seeking her advice and counsel time and 
time again, I take this opportunity to say thank you to 
Janet from me and from all the others, students and adults 
alike, for whom you were not too busy, for whom your door 
was open. Terar dum prosim. 





A True Schoolmaster and Gentleman 


When I arrived at the 
school in 1976 as a naive rookie 
teacher, | was cheerfully told that 
amongst other duties, | would be 
in charge of the ‘special’ Upper 
School grade 9 class, and would 
also be their science teacher. 
Needing guidance about these 
boys, | sought advice from their 
former housemaster and science 
teacher, Mr. Frank Hollinrake. 
In our first meeting, he hitched up his pants and gruffly 
suggested, “Never turn your back, keep a slipper handy, and 





for goodness sake, give them lots of smells and bangs!” It 
was good advice, and typical of the savvy survival skills 
that Frank passed on to numerous young faculty. 

Frank will be remembered by generations of Lower 
School (and more recently Upper School) science students, 
for his enthusiastic, practical and often exciting work in 
the classroom. Stains and burns on the ceiling tiles, and 
choking clouds of gas were often confirmation of Frank’s 
recent presence in the labs. No student in my memory ever 
asked to transfer out of one of Frank’s classes, and no stu- 
dent was ever turned away when in need of extra help. On 
more evenings than | will ever know, Frank was in his 
office patiently explaining yet again why the mole was not 
a small furry animal! 

Lower School boarders will remember him fondly as 
their surrogate parent, supervising lights out, laundry, 
allowances and leaves; he tended to their homesickness 
with kindness and, before the days of political correctness, 
administered the occasional backslap or slippering when 
they transgressed. Lower School duty masters, who helped 


control this energetic and often unruly gang of pre-teen 
boys will remember Frank’s apartment as an island of calm 
in the midst of chaos; the council offered there was often 
the only reason why some of those faculty are still with us 
at the school today! 

Beyond teaching in both schools, he has coached a 
wide variety of sports (some of which he actually under- 
stood!), launched endless numbers of rockets out on the

soccer fields, led the Lower and later, the Middle School 
cadet corps, managed the huge logistical operation of the 
OM store with efficiency and zeal, coached science 
olympics teams......the list is endless. | have known Frank 
for twenty years, and that represents less than one half of 
the time that he has been at Ridley, as both student and 
master. The essence of a contribution of that magnitude is 
literally impossible to capture in a short journal article. 
Suffice it to say that Frank handled any responsibility, large 
or small, with a consistent approach: thoroughness, profes- 
sionalism, and dedication to the school and its students.

History records that the first hockey 
game between Upper Canada College and 
Bishop Ridley College was played at the 
Granite Rink on Church Street, Saturday 
afternoon, March 14, 1896. The Montreal- 
Toronto rivalry in the National Hockey 
League dates back to December 19, 1917, 
when the Toronto Arenas were defeated 10-9 
by the Montreal Wanderers. The first game 
between the Canadiens and the Maple Leafs 
didn’t occur until 1926 when Conn Smythe 
bought the Toronto franchise and changed 
the nickname from the St. Pats to the Maple 
Leats. The hockey rivalry between the Royal 
Military College in Kingston and West Point 
in New York State does not even pre-date the 
20th century. By all accounts the 100th 
anniversary match played between UCC and 
BRC last February marks the longest standing 
hockey rivalry in professional or amateur 
ranks in North America. 


The College seven had decided to let the 
season close with the “Old Boys” match on 
March 11, 1896. Consequently, when a letter 
was received the next day from Bishop Ridley 
College, asking for a game the following day, 
there was not by any means unanimity in the desire to play. 
UCC was greatly weakened by the loss of L. King, who was 
suffering from a sprained wrist, and G.k. Labatt, who had 
left school to take a position in the Bank of Toronto at 
Collingwood. However, it was thought desirable to play, as 
so many attempts to bring the two schools together had 
previously failed. 


The first half of the original contest was said to be very 
slack and tame; everyone seemed asleep and suffering from 
the influence of spring. Half-time saw UCC leading by a 6- 
4 margin. The second half was better hockey all round. 
There was a great deal of unnecessary roughness, but much 
must be forgiven in the heat of the battle. Ridley scored the 
first two goals, bringing the score to 6 all. Ridley took the 
lead, but did not hold it long, and UCC piled up four goals 
in a very few minutes. At the end of time the score stood 
UCC 12, Ridley 9. At the time it was hoped that the 
match, which was brought off after much negotiation, 
would form the foundation of an annual contest between 


UCC and Bishop Ridley College. 
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UCC Blues vs Ridley Tigers 


Maple Leafs vs Canadiens can’t top this hockey tradition 





During the 1950s the venue for traditional matches 
between UCC and Ridley switched from Maple Leaf 
Gardens to the new artificial rinks that were installed at 
the north end of the College. UCC was led by the likes of 
Ian McKay, Paul Mitchell, Brian Bartels, John Bassett, 
Lionel Conacher, Ross Mason, and Peter Eby. Although the 
site of the game changed, the following excerpt from the 
1954 College Times illustrates that the competitiveness of 
the games was as strong as ever: “In the second game, Paul 
Mitchell held the team up as he scored twice and assisted 
three times. The score was 5-5 and we were lucky to tie. 
BRC jumped into an early lead but the College tied it at 
the 10 minute mark only to have Ridley jump ahead again. 
But the two goals by Mitchell at the end of the same period 
gave us a 3-2 lead. 


“In the second period Ridley scored twice and McKay from 
Mitchell scored once for us to leave the second period score 
4-4. At 9:40 of the third period BRC scored and the 
College, up against the wall, put one in at 17:55 to tie the 
game. Credit must be given to both goalies.” 





The 1961/1962 First Hockey Team was led by Burt 
Retter, Pete Fisher, Dave Hosie, Bruce Pattison, and Bill 
Stewart in goal. The College Times records that the 1962 
UCC-Ridley game was one of the most exciting on record: 
“On March 3rd the First Team travelled to St. Catharines 
for a do-or-die battle with the Ridley team. When the 
College took to the ice they had trouble finding their skat- 
ing legs, and egged on by a partisan crowd the orange and 
black pressed to the attack. Led by their speedy captain, 
Ward Passi, they dominated the play and put three pucks 
past stalwart but deserted Bill Stewart in the College net. 
The game appeared as if it might turn into a rout, but after 
a vehement chalk talk by coach Al Virgin, the Blues 
regained their form and put themselves to the task at hand 
with vigor. The home team was now clearly on the defen- 
sive and early in the second period the ‘Kid Line’ connect- 
ed when Bruce Pattison found the mark with one of his 
patented shots. 


“However, Ridley put up a strong defense and the College 
was not able to score again until the eleven minute mark of 
the third period when Paul Bushnell drove in a backhand. 
For the remainder of the game the College overwhelmed 
the opposition and narrowly missed tying the score on sev- 
eral occasions. Finally the goalie was pulled and in the 
dying seconds of the game John Parkinson hit the post but 
the puck rebounded out. Thus at the final buzzer the score 
remained 3-2 for BRC in one of the most exciting and hard 
fought hockey games in many years of Little Big Four com- 
petition.” 


The Nichols School from Buffalo seemed to dominate 
Independent School championships in the 1980s and early 
1990s. Still, the UCC-BRC rivalry remained as strong as 
ever. UCC teams during this period were led by Andre 
Faust, Mike McKee, Mark McClew, John Hockin, Ian 
Kennish, Jimmy Fawcett, Jason Cipolla, Andrew Will, and 
Yoryi Koutsaris. lan Kennish writes in the 1990 College 
Times: “In the ISAA, we took an 8-2 record (including a 3- 
2 victory over Ridley at Hockey Night in Maple Leaf 
Gardens in front of 3,800 fans) into the playoffs where we 
once again met our St. Catharines foes. Down one game, 
and needing to win the next two, the team pulled together 
and won the series.” 


There can be little doubt that many UCC hockey 
players have fond memories of the great matches between 
Upper Canada College Blues and Bishop Ridley College 
Tigers. Independent School competition between these 
rivals remains healthy as we head into our second century 
of competition. It is safe to say that as new professional 
franchises move into California, Florida, and Arizona, the 
Leafs will continue to play the Canadiens at Maple Leaf 
Gardens, and North America’s oldest hockey rivalry will 
continue to be played between the Blues and the Tigers at 
the Patrick Johnson Arena.

Representing Canada 


Some past Ridleians who have competed in the Olympics 


Bob McFarlane ‘45 was 21 when he carried 
Canada’s flag in the 60-country march-past 
at the 1948 Summer Games in Wembley, 
England. An athlete while at Ridley, he 
played hockey and football and went on to 
an equally successful career at the University 
of Western Ontario. He was ranked seventh 
in the world in the 400-metre at the time of 
the 1948 games, while his older brother Don 
McFarlane ‘44 competed in the 800 metre. 
Both McFarlane brothers ran together on 
the Canadian Olympic Relay team during 
the 1948 games. 


During those Olympics, a former classmate 
of Don’s, Raul Ordonez ‘44 was selected to 
carry the flag for his country - Cuba.

Born in Lausanne, Switzerland, Tetsuo 
attended Ridley from grade 9. A story is 
told how Tetsuo, while in Lower School, 
(we suspect to get out of playing cricket 
that semester) convinced Rev. Donald 
Hunt, Lower School Headmaster, that 
Ridley students should be encouraged 
more in creative and artistic endeavours. 
Mr. Hunt agreed with Tetsuo and with 
classmates Robert terHorst and Stephen 
Hunt, he produced an 8 mm movie on 
“Life at Ridley”. The project can be 
found in the Ridley archives. 


Tetsuo exhibited academic aptitude in 
the arts and sciences, particularly in 
drawing. As a summer project one year, 
he drew sketches of all the Ridley build- 
ings. These sketches were reproduced as a calendar for a 
Ridley fund-raising project in 1986. Reproductions of these 
same drawings are currently on blankets being sold by the 
Women’s Guild in the Co-Op Store on campus. 


After graduating from Ridley in 1982, Tetsuo enrolled in 
engineering at Queen’s University in Kingston. In his sec- 
ond year he felt a strong desire to combine his artistic and 
creative talents with science and decided to study industrial 
design at the Ontario College of Art in Toronto. On gradua- 
tion he was awarded the prestigious Sir Edmund Walker 
scholarship which permitted him to continue his studies in 
product design at Art Center College of Design in Pasadena, 
California. He graduated from Art Center in 1990 where he 
continues his involvement by teaching courses in computer 
graphics. 


During the summer months while he was a student, Tetsuo 
worked at ARCCA Animation in Toronto. At ARCCA he 
constructed computer models of the robotic characters 
(Blastarr and Soron) for “Captain Power and the Soldiers of 
the Future”, a television series which won the Gemini 
Award for “Best Technical Achievement”. Tetsuo was 
responsible for various promotional graphics for the 1988 
Summer Olympics and for CBC Television. 


Upon graduation, Tetsuo joined International Graphics 
Consultants in Burbank, California and created animation 
for the “UFO Encounters” television docudrama and a 
“Speedy Muffler King” commercial.

Then in 1989, he moved to Landmark 
Entertainment Group in Hollywood, 
California. At Landmark, he designed 
graphics for the Sanrio Puroland Theme 
Park in Tokyo, Japan. He also lived in 
Taejon, Korea while he worked as show 
designer for the Samsung Pavilion at 
the World Exposition. He designed the 
robot host and the “Star Quest” motion 
based simulator ride through space at 
the Korea Expo and designed the interi- 
or of the Voyager Tour Submarine craft 
in Hawaii. 


In 1993, Tetsuo joined Rhythm and 
Hues Studios in Los Angeles where he 
is currently Art Director. Rhythm and 
Hues is a production company which 
generates computer graphics for movies, TV and video 
games as well as designing park motion simulator rides. 


Tetsuo’s work has included the designing of graphics for the 
Seafari Theme Park in Wakayama, Japan, the trailer for the 
movie “Waterworld”, and the delightful Coca Cola TV 
advertisement with the mother polar bear and her two cubs 
taking home their Christmas tree. However, the most rec- 
ognized work at Rhythm and Hues was the visual effects in 
the Universal Studio’s movie “Babe”. Tetsuo designed the 
computer image of Babe the pig and Rex the dog. This 
image was later animated to produce talking animals to cre- 
ate the magic of the movie. His career as an industrial and 
computer graphics designer was highlighted for him and his 
creative associates in the winning of an Oscar at the 1996 
Academy Awards for visual effects for the movie “Babe”. 


In the spring of 1996, Tetsuo completed a project with 
Rhythm and Hues for Walt Disney’s EPCOT Center in 
Orlando, Florida. The 60 seconds of animation which took 
approximately nine months and approximately $2 million 
to generate is part of the “Universe of Energy” attraction 
which depicts the creation of the universe. The rest of the 
hour long movie is narrated by Bill Nye, the Science guy 
and Ellen. 


Tetsuo is currently the Art Director for the simulator ride 
through the lost city of Atlantis for the Las Vegas Caesar’s 
Palace theme park — a long way from his 8 mm movie

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Comparisons 


If you want something, you find a way. If you don’t, you find 
a reason. A simple rule, but so well applicable on any society- 
especially on that of students. After one term at Ridley, I can say 
that students are similar, no matter where they come from. They 
are always a mix of people who want to study and of those who 
think they are forced to study. The ones, who want to keep find- 
ing ways. The most recent way I took a chance was seizing the 
opportunity of studying abroad . 

The Czech Republic is already seven years behind its age of 
communism, but there are still many parts of daily life which 
show the signs of living through 40 years of totality, such as 
schools. Even though the atmosphere is being changed by for- 
eign teachers coming, modernizing the equipment or creating a 
chain of private schools, many of the “old structure” teachers are 
still remaining in their seats, keeping some of the spirit of the 
old times. 

Before our Velvet Revolution in 1989 there was no chance of 
success as an individual - everybody was to be equal, and the 
only important thing was if your parents were members of the 
Communist Party. By these circumstances students were under- 
stood as a “material”, and generally the better were leveled with 
the worse. The results of this approach - lack of confidence and 
personal motivation - strongly marked my parents’ generation, 
which now has to fight with new life in the Czech Republic. 

The most significant leftover of the past is the Czech schools’ 
sometimes useless and overwhelming curriculum. | remember my 
Ridley Chemistry teacher answering someone’s question, “Oh, 
don’t worry about that problem, it will be discussed when you go 
to university”. “Or if you go to grade 9 of a Czech school”, I 
added silently to myself - the requirements, especially in sciences 
are of a university level, which is absolutely useless for the peo- 
ple who don’t want to study science in future. The levels at 
Ridley are more balanced. 

There are large demands for memorization of facts and mature 
interpretation. Tests and other methods of checking knowledge 
are more frequent. On the other hand, classical essay writing or 
research papers appear for the first time in the last two years of 
high school. Class discussions are still something rare. 12 courses 
including all sciences are required till grade 11-12. Even if that 
all seems tough (... and it really is - more tough than fun) this 
system has its goals and benefits. Of course, the ideal expectation 
of - whenever someone says, e.g. “ancient Greeks”, you directly 
call out the biographies of three Greek artists, philosophers and 
generals, you add definitions of oligarchy and ostracism and you 
spice your presentation with bunch of historically important 
dates - well, this level is usually not reached, but at least pretty 
versatile and well-rounded students are produced. 

Even if North American students generally don’t have such a 
wide overview, local schools equip them with substitutes of at 
least equal, if not bigger importance for future life. Speeches, 
essay writing, discussions, research or presentations - these are all

very useful exercises. Emphasis is not put into memorization, but 
into teaching how to do things and how to find and learn about 
topics that interest me. 

Finally, in North American schools, a person’s confidence is 
not weakened but strengthened. This, in fact is the most impor- 
tant point, because in any future career, confidence is more pow- 
erful than anything else. Western business and economy is the 
best example of how this theory really works. 

Ridley College? That’s a special case. A compound of 
European tradition and North American advancement. A repre- 
sentative of what school is really meant to be. 

The biggest benefits, besides all the incredible opportunities 
and equipment, are meeting a number of different nationalities, 
being involved in many ways in the school services, and living 
with most of the teachers under one shared “roof”. My house- 
master could be simultaneously my biology teacher, and my ten- 
nis coach at the same time. Isn’t this the best way of demonstrat- 
ing how school can be life and life can be school ? 

In May when I received first information about my future 
school, | got hit by the note about daily Chapel. I expected 
chapel a boring portion of Ridley that I'll have to accept - 
mistake! Since the first couple of days, I discovered that if | 
could, I would actually like to build at least a small tiny Chapel 
in every school, or - even better - in every person, to spread out 
the simple message, we obtain every morning in Ridley Chapel - 
“Think of important things in your life - love, health and being 
honest and kind.” 

My year at Ridley is running fast but that doesn’t take away 
any part of the great experiences and discoveries | make every 
day. I'll be using them all 
my life. That’s why I’m 
really thankful for hav- 
ing the opportunity of 
being here. 












In March 1996, Blanka 
Cechova entered a 
Foundation for a Civil 
Society competition for 
one year full scholarship 
in one of the selected 
North American 
schools. The require- 
ments included good 
grades at school, par- 
ticipation n extracur- 
ricular activities , 
motivation for studying, versatility, 
and fluency in the English language. Different parts of 

the selection process were focused on these characteristics. After writing the 
required essays and after attending two interviews, Blanka’s materials were sent 
to North America.

In a era in which students are being asked to decide on a 
profession among a diverse selection of professions, the task 
can seem daunting at times. For six weeks this past summer, | 
along with forty other students from across Canada, was given 
the opportunity to participate in a summer research program at 
the Deep River Science Academy. The Deep River Science 
Academy is a non-profit summer school organization that has 
been a source for students with a strong interest in and aptitude 
for science to experience what real research is actually like. 


Before applying to the

Academy, I was strongly inter- 
ested in pursuing a career in 
medicine but | often thought 
about what it would be like to 
be a scientist. At Deep River 
not only would | be exploring 
what it would be like to 
become a scientist, but I 
would also achieve a two-cred- 
it research program in one of 
biology, chemistry or physics. 
The research projects offered 
at the Academy ranged from 
Detection of Translocations 
Found in Human DNA to 
Investigations into the Crystal 
Structure of Zirconium 
Hydrides using Neutron 
Diffraction. 

I must say the first day 
that I had arrived at the 
Academy, I was overwhelmed 
with all the details of the 
research project that they had 
assigned to my partner and 
me. Truthfully, | had no idea 
what it was about. But, as time went by, and under the super- 
vision of my university tutor, Jennifer Sutton and my supervi- 
sor, Dr. Gwen Milton, I began to understand the purposes and 
experimental procedures that were involved. 

My own project, in the Environmental Research Branch, 
involved the study of plant physiology using carbon-14 as a 
tracer. Five days a week, we were required to work at Chalk 
River Nuclear Laboratories on our projects. My partner and | 
conducted experiments on C3 and C4 plants in a nuclear 
waste disposal area, where there were elevated levels of car- 
bon-14. We were trying to study the eventual carbon uptake 
via soil gas and roots, the rate of carbon loss in C3 and C4 
plants and the rate of uptake and loss in C3 plants. Every 
working day, we visited the nuclear waste disposal area where

our plants had been growing and recorded the state of vitality 
our plants were in and the times and samples that were taken, 
in our field books. 

At the time of my stay at the Academy, Agriculture 
Canada was also conducting a similar experiment adjacent to 
our field site. We spent some of our time helping them on 
their samples. After the samples had been collected, they were 
processed in the nuclear chemistry lab where carbon dioxide 
was derived from the plant samples by a combustion and 
release procedure. In the Parr 
Oxygen Combustion Bomb, 
plant samples were ‘vaporized’ 






and the carbon dioxide 
released during the combus- 
tion was absorbed into a 
beaker of sodium hydroxide 
located at the bottom of the 
bomb. This reaction yielded 
sodium carbonate which was 
then used in the CO2 Release 
procedure, where the sodium 
carbonate was titrated with 
sulphuric acid to release the 
carbon dioxide into a synthet- 
ic substance called Carbo-sorb 
which absorbed the CO2. 
Finally, a scintillation cocktail 
was made by adding 
Permafluoiurine into the sample. 

When a sufficient number of 
samples had been processed, 
they were compiled and 
placed on the liquid scintilla- 
tion counter, which eventual- 
ly, after utilising some math 
equations, revealed the 
radioactivity of each sample. Soil gas flux chambers and pas- 
sive air samplers were also processed to measure the specific 
activity of the soil gas and the atmospheric levels of carbon-14 
since they were both source terms. After spreadsheets and 
graphs were compiled and analyzed and our coffee supply 
depleted, my partner and I finally drew some conclusions of 
what our results were indicating. 

When we turned to our tutor to ask her if we were right, 
she gave us this odd look. She said that there was no right 
answer. We had been conducting an experiment which no one 
had ever done before and where the answers were yet 
unknown - the essence of research itself. Now it was up to us 
to take our ideas and results and present them to an audience 
of scientists to prove ourselves. But first, like all scientists have 








to do, we were required to submit a formal lab 
report each. The results that my partner and | 
have accumulated on our project will be pooled 
with results from previous experiments and even- 
tually published by our supervisor, Dr. Gwen 
Milton. 

Through all the hard work and endless nights 
that went into earning the double-credit, | 
believe that I learned a lot of important things 
while at the Academy. I’m not talking about 
learning how carbon seemed to decrease expo- 
nentially in both C3 and C4 plants, but rather 
things that you can’t learn at school. I learned 
what real research is actually like and also how to 
think on my feet when something goes wrong 
and there is no answer in any book to help you. 
We were also given the freedom to make mis- 
takes. I know that my tutor can vouch for all the 
times my partner and | contaminated the appara- 
tus, spilled samples all over the floor, mistook 
methanol for water, spilled sodium hydroxide pel- 
lets all over the floor and the time we almost 
killed ourselves with a Parr Oxygen Bomb. I don’t 
think I'll ever forget the times my partner and I 
spent working on our project, pulling all-nighters 
trying to finish our report, spilling all our slides 
twice in one minute before our presentation and 
all the times we spent fighting off horse flies at 
the nuclear waste disposal area. 

Before attending the Academy, I was inter- 
ested in pursuing a career in medicine. Now, that 
I have attended the Academy, I am still interest- 
ed in pursuing a career in medicine. This doesn’t 
mean that all the time and money spent were a 
waste. As the Academy has said, “when you con- 
sider the cost of university, any experience that 
helps students avoid costly academic backtrack- 
ing has real bottom-line value.” I’ve gained a 
deeper insight into the process of research and 
development and a respect for the scientific 
world. 

The Deep River Science Academy offered 
me a worthwhile, fun and scientific experience of 
a lifetime, that I will never forget. It’s one thing 
to read about something in a textbook, and it’s 
another to actually go out and do it yourself.

Canadian cricketers who toured England for a 
series of matches in 1936. The 1936 edition of 
“Who’s Who in Canada”, discovered in the 
Metro Toronto Library, revealed that Mr. Matthews was a successful businessman, a member of parliament and Minister of 
Revenue in the R.B. Bennett cabinet. The Honourable R.C. Matthews’ great interest in cricket is acknowledged in Who’s 
Who where it states, “He was an enthusiastic cricketer and perhaps has done more to promote that sport in Canada than 
any other individual”. He financed and accompanied a tour when his team made the 
best record of any Canadian team visiting England. The record referred to was seven 
games won, six drawn and only one lost. The highlight of the tour was their match 
against the Marylebone Cricket Club (MCC) at Lord’s which was won by the 
Canadians by 76 runs, 171 to 95. 

















We have learned from the families of two members of the team that the trophy 
resides at Ridley through the friendship of Mr. Matthews and Dr. H.C. Griffith, 
Ridley’s second headmaster and coach of the team. Adam Griffith, Dr. Griffith’s 
son, accompanied the team and was scorer for their matches. The fact that four 
members of the team were former Ridley cricketers, without doubt, was a factor 
in Mr. Matthews’ gift of his trophy to Ridley. Billy (‘28) and Clarke Bell (30), 
Phil Seagram (‘31) and Ralph Ripley ({33), through their excellence in bowl- 
ing, batting and fielding, all made a major contribution to the success of the 
tour. Sadly, only a few years later, three of Ridley’s greatest lost their lives in 
the Second World War: Phil Seagram in London, England; Ralph Ripley in the 
South Pacific; and Clarke Bell at Dieppe. 


Campbell Seagram, Phil’s older brother, was another outstanding member of the team. A graduate of Upper Canada 
College, Cam Seagram excelled in all sports. His daughter, Shirley Breithaupt and sons, Cam and Bob, have made a gift to 
Ridley of a beautifully bound book of all matches played on the tour as well as banquets and other events given in honour 
of the visiting Canadians. 


The Hon. R.C. Matthews Trophy, and the Campbell Seagram record of the 1936 tour, are now in the Auty Cricket 
Library in the Ridley Archives. Visitors to the school are encouraged to include the Archives and Cricket Library in their 
itinerary.

BEQUESTS 


Since its inception in 1995 The Griffith 
Society has attracted a growing number of 
members who have informed the school of 
their intent to provide the school with a 
deferred gift. We recognized these generous 
benefactors in the recently produced Annual 
Report 1995-1996 under the Griffith Society 
listing. 


Many of these gifts have been made in 
the form of bequests which will come to the 
school at the death of the benefactor. The tax 
relief will benefit the donor’s estate and is 
issued for the value of the bequest. The 
donor’s estate can claim the tax credit against 
income in the year of death as well as in the 
preceding year. The 1996 Federal Budget 
increased the incentive for charitable giving 
by raising the limit as a percentage of net 
income from 20% to 100%. 


We believe there is a large number of 
Ridleians who have made provision for the 
School in their wills but the school is not yet 
aware of these gifts. It greatly helps the Board 
of Governors and the school Administration 
to plan for Ridley’s future by knowing of these 
future gifts. It also allows the school to 
acknowledge a donor’s generosity during their 
lifetime and include them in Griffith Society 
events and mailings. If the donor prefers 
anonymity we will respect that desire and 
only a few will know of the deferred gift on a 
need-to-know basis. 


NEW INITIATIVES 


Donors wishing to provide a planned gift to 
secure the future of Ridley College, and 
benefit their estates by recovering the gift 
during their lifetime and transfer wealth 
between generations TAX FREE, should 
contact Brian Iggulden at the Development 
Office.

U.S. SCHOLARSHIP FUND, INC. 
POOLED INCOME FUND 


The Trustees of the Ridley College 
Scholarship Fund, Inc. established a pooled 
income fund in October 1996 and already 
the Fund is capitalized at more than $270,000 
U.S.! In a pooled income fund benefactors of 
Ridley donate gifts to the fund and receive 
immediate tax relief plus income for life. 


A pooled income fund is a specific trust 
that allows irrevocable gifts from separate 
donors to be commingled for investment pur- 
poses. In return each named income benefi- 
ciary receives a proportionate share of the net 
income earned by the fund each year. At 
death the principle is distributed to the U.S. 
Scholarship Endowment Fund. 


If the principle sum is large enough it can 
be designated and named according to the 
donot’s wishes. (i.e., a named bursary/scholar- 
ship, maintenance fund, or activity endow- 
ment, etc.). The minimal contribution to the 
Pooled Income Fund is $1,000 U.S. Donors 
contemplating gifts of $100,000 or more may 
wish to consider a separate charitable remain- 
der trust in one of its several forms (unitrusts, 
annuity trusts, etc.)

Ridley College Faculty and Friends, 

I have just had a remarkable experience this past summer that I wanted to share with 
you, and ask for your further assistance. 

Through a fellowship provided by the University of Rochester Medical School, I was able 
to spend my summer in Jamaica gaining hands on experience in several of the hospitals and 
rural clinics on the Island. As much as these were rewarding experiences for me, it was 
another experience, involving Ridley College, that was perhaps one of the most exciting of 
the summer. 

Through the generosity of the sports department, Sandy Peters and | made up a package 
of sports equipment (cricket pads and bats, soccer and basket balls), that Ridley considered 
disposable. These pieces of equipment have had a major impact on a small preparatory school 
of 280 students that had no pre-existing sports program. In the words of the prep-school's 
own headmaster in a letter of thanks, he said, 

"...Your donation of sports equipment is remarkable. Take for granted that our gratitude is 
intense-particularly in the light of limited ability to reciprocate. The 280 students of Iona 
Prep and High School will now have the opportunity to participate in a program that will 
teach them discipline, school spirit and sportsmanship..." 

If | could only describe the need for such programs on the island, and the enthusiasm of 
the children when they received the equipment, | am sure that you would all agree that such 
acts of charity are an obligation to privileged individuals like ourselves. 

Already, on our return to Canada, my parents and | have arranged for another shipment 
of sports equipment to a different school and are arranging a shipment of old text books, and 
other supplies from the St. Catharines Children's Center to a school much like Ridley. 

In writing this letter, it is my hope to increase the awareness of the Ridley Family of the 
incredible potential of the situation; the materials and resources that a privileged institution 
like Ridley considers disposable, can become the foundation for the underprivileged schools of 
an island like Jamaica. I therefore ask for your support and advice in this matter. If there is 
anything that you find in your respective departments that is being upgraded or discarded that 
may be of use to a basic third world school, please contact my mother, Cathy Henry, or myself 
at the numbers below, and together we can all participate in a charitable effort that will 
stretch far beyond the walls of Ridley.
